From Que- 
bec to Yokohama, via Port Simpson, the dis 
tance will be about 722 miles shorter than 
1 8 Quebee to Yokohama, via Vancouver. 


England’s Answer to Russia.

‘Block Signal Goes Wrong and Trains

A rear end collision at Teapiaines street | 
between westbound trains of the Metropol- 
itan Elevated line during the rush hours 
resulted last evening in serious injuries to 
one passenger and the shaking up of many 
others. Traffic was blocked for almost an 
hour. 

Guards and motormen on the two trains 
were compelled to fight with the excited 
passengers, wtio endeavored to leap to the 
tracks, terrified by a fire that started in 
one of the cars. All the lights in the cars 


threatened to take on a proportions of a 
serious panic. 

Finally the 5 were thrown aside, and 
then a procession of men and boys, with an 
occasional woman, hurried along the unlight- 
e tracks through the rain to the Halsted 
street station, which also was in darkness, 


Company Physician Called. 

Dr. Homer O. Bates, the company physi- 
cian, was summoned from his residence, and 
soon reached the scene of the accident. 
Charles Lundberg, 589 North Oakley avenue, 
was found to be the only person seriously 
injured, although others were so shaken 
up that they had been assisted to the station. 

The accident occurred a few minutes be- 
fore 6 o'clock, when one of the Logan square 
trains rounded the Desplaines street curve, 
to find the Humboldt park train preceding 
it delayed by a dark block. The motor- 
man turned off the power and applied the 
air brakes, but the wheels slipped along 
the tracks, and the motor car crashed into 
the train ahead. The force of the collision 
demolished the platforms of both trains, 
but the passengers on the had 
rushed into the cars. 

Lundberg was struck by a piece of flying 
wood. His right side and hip were bruised, 
and he is eh to have sustained internal 
injurtes. 

The front wohn of the Logan square train 
were forced back, and the woodwork of the 
car, sinking, was pressed against the third 
rail and ignited. The fire did not spread 
to the interior of the car, but added to 
the terror of. the passengers.

The worst scare was among the passengers 
of the motor car, the smoker. Most of 
the women occupants of the' other cars re- 
mained aboard till the cars had been pushed 
to the Halsted street station, forty minutes

~ Success of Marconi System. 


Sydney, N. S., Nov. . 
success of wireless telegraphy as a means of 
transatlantic communication is now prac- 
tically assured, according to the statement 
of Commander Martin of the Italian cruiser 
Carlos Alberto, on which Marconi is using 
his experiments. Commander Martin said 
this morning that a wireless message was 
received off Sunney Harbor on Saturday on 
board the warship from the station at Corn- 
wall, England. 

This message is by. far thie longest yet 
transmitted by wireless telegraphy. The 
distance from the harber to Cornwall is 
greater than that from Tablehead to Corn- 
wall, where the station is being built. 

On board the warship are several messages 
received from the Cornwall station on the 
way, most of them being messages of con- 
gratulation to Marconi from the czar of 
Russia and King Humbert. The Carlos Al- 
berto can send messages only 150 miles, but 
receives at any distance. The messages were 
all received in the Morse code and without 
exception were completely taken.

ELEVATOR MISHAPKILLSMAN 
IN MARSHALL FIELD’S STORE. 


Big Cage Drops, Taking the Life of Con- 
ductor Thomas Byrne — Two Hurt, 
One of Them Harry G. Selfridge. 


A falling elevator in the new State street 
building of Marshall Field & Co.'s retail 
store caused the death yesterday afternoon 
of the conductor, and inflicted slight injuries 


on one passenger. 

Harry G. Selfridge, manager of the store, 
hastened to the spot on hearing the crash, 
and while helping to clear away the wreckage 


The conductor was Thomas Byrne, aged 25, 
3140 Wentworth avenue, and the passenger 
who was hurt was John Steiskal, 466 West 
Nineteenth street. Steiskal had been up to 
the employment bureau of the store, it is 
said, looking for work, and had just boarded 
the car on the ninth floor when the cable gave 
way in an unexplained manner, and the car 
dropped to the basement. 

Steiskal was taken to the Presbyterian 
hospital, where it was said his injuries were 
slight. 

The sound of the fall was heard all through 
the building, and the jar was distinctly felt 
when the car landed. The counterpoise 
weights were carried to the top of the struc- 
ture with the rapid descent of, the elevator, 
and flew out through the roof. Part of the 
tackle fell back into the machinery on the 
top , and some of the cables came back 
down the shaft. being the cause, it is thought, 
of the death of Byrne. 

Mr. Selfridge made this statement: 

“The elevator fell from one of the upper 
floors, I do not know precisely which, to the 
basement. In it were two men—Byrne, who 
was in charge of the car, and another, whose 
occupation I do not know. I am of the belief 
the latter was a mechanic, and that the two 
men were working on the elevator, adjusting 
it or otherwise putting it in order. Byrne was 
killed, I believe, by the falling of the cable 
upon him from above. 

„The cause of the accident is unknown to 
me, but is being investigated as rapidly as 
possible. The car did not fall precipitately, 
but gradually, comparatively, as shown by 
the safety apparatus. Our employé would 
not have been killed but for the fall of the 
cables. 

The iron frame work making the top of the 
cage was crushed in from above, but other- 
wise the damage did not seem great.

Bodies, ef the Rev. W. C. Rabe and 
Miss Augusta Busch; Formerly of 


Each Other’s Arms in the Study of 
the German Baptist .Church—Evi- 
denge Points to Accident Rather 
than to Suicide _ | 


Omaha, Neb., Noy. 5.—[Special.]—Clasped 
in each other's arms, lying on the floor of the 
pastor’s study in the German Baptist church, 
the dead bodies ot the Rev. W. C. Rabe, pas- 
tor, and Miss Augusta Busch, a missionary 
sent here from the Baptist Missionary Train- 
ing school in Chicago, were found early this 
morning by the janitor. 

The couple had been asphyxiated; one jet 
and a burner of a small gas stove were 
turned on. There were no other indications 
of suicide, and it is believed death was acci- 

The woman's head rested on some cushions, 
The man lay beside her. They evidently had 


deen dead several hours. It is thought they 
fell asleep’ and the gas pressure lessened 


until the lights went out, then came on again, 
filling the room with gas. 


Search for Missing Couple. 

Miss Busch, who assisted the pastor in his 
work, roomed at the home of the janitor, 
Oscar Berndes, and the Rev. Mr. Rabe 
roomed at a house near by. Yesterday morn- 
ing Miss Busch went to the house where Mr. 
Rabe lived.and sewed there all day. She 
left for her room early in the evening, and 
probably met Mr. Rabe and went with him 
to his study at the rear of the church. 

This morning it was discovored that neither 


réoms during the night. The alarm was 
raised. The janitor, going to the church, 
detected the odor of escaping gas and called 
for the police. The door, of the study was 
forced and the bodies found. The door lead- 
ing from the study to the main body of the 
church was partly open and the auditorium 
was filled with gas.

When the news of the discovery spread a 
large crowd of the church members gathered 
at the church and watched the removal of 
the bodies to the mergue, 

That Miss Busch did not contemplate sui- 
cide is shown by the fact that she expected 
Miss Ottoline Noerling of Louisville to visit 
her today.. Miss Noerling, who is 18 years 
old, arrived in Omaha early this morning to 
visit Miss Busch, and the discovery of the 
bodies was announced shortly after her ar- 
rival 

Mr. Rabe was 54 years of age and to 
Omaha from Buffalo, N. V., when he was 
chosen pastor of the German Baptist church. 
In that state he left a wife, who is attend- 
ing a missionary school, and one son, Cari. 
He was held in high esteem by his congre- 
gation. He roomed with two young men 
named Dirksen and a housekeeper. The 
parents of the young men recently died and 
Mr. Rabe remained with the boys to take

The celebration was exclusive, being lim- 
ited to one representative from each subor- 
dinate lodge in thig state, together with the 
members of the grand lodge and its commit- 
tees. Grand Master Tennis delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome, Charles A. Gallagher, M. 
W., grand master oft Massachusetts, re- 
sponding. 


Address of the President. | 


President Roosevelt was then introduced. 
He spoke as follows: : 

It seems to me that that which this coun 
try needs more than everything else is to 
not preach only, but practice, the virtues we 
try to realize through masonry and to show 
to the memory of the greatest mason that 
ever lived—Washington — the homage of 
deeds; not merely words. 

“One of the things that attracted me so 
greatly to masonry, that I hailed the chance 
of becoming a mason, was that it really did 
live up to what we, as a government, are 
pledged to—of treating each man on his merits 
and as a man. When Brother George went 
‘Into a lodge of fraternity he wert into the 
one place in the United States where he 
stood below or above his fellows, according 
to his official position in the lodge. He went 
into the one place in the United States where 
the idea of our government was realized as 
far as it is humanly possible for mankind to 
realize a lofty ideal. 

And I know that you will not only under- 
stand me, but sympathize with me, when I 
say, great though my pleasure is in meeting 
you here I think my pleasure would be even 
greater in going into some little lodge where 
I meet the plain, hard working men—men who 
work with their hands, and meet them ona 
footing of genuine equality, not false equality, 
depending on each man to be a decent man 
and fair dealing mason. 


Duties of Each Man. 


Each one of us that is worth his salt 18 
trying to do his share fy working out the 
problems that are before all of us now at the 


beginning of the twentieth century. And so 


does any man in public life If he is inter- 
ested at heart he has the desire to do some 
kind of substantial service for his country. 
He must realize that the indispensable pre- 
requisite of success under our institutions 
Is genpineness in the spirit of. bretherhood, 
Masonry should make and must make each 
man who conscientiously and understand - 
ingly takes up his obligations the best type 
of American citizeriship, because masonry 
teaches him his obligations to his fellows in 
@ practical fashion. 

“The lesson of brotherhoo@—that is the 
lesson that has got to be taught and got to 


be learned and applied to us as a people if | 


we are to solve the great industrial and 
social problems of today. If we could get 
wageworkers and employers in any given 
occupation or in any given district in a 
lodge together I guarantee the result. 1 
Guarantee what will happen. If that thing 
could happen we would come always into the 
lodge each respecting his brother, and each 
wanting to do what was good for his brother: 
each recognizing that in our government 
every man of us has to be his brother's 
keeper.» 

Masons help one another in a way that 
is free from that curse of self-condemnation. 
Now, in our life of today, in our great, com- 
plex industrial centers, what do we need 
most? We need most each to understand 
the other's viewpoint—to understand that the 
other man is at bottom like himself. Each 
of us should understand that, and try to 
approach the subject at issue or any problem 
that arises with a firm determination not to 
be weak or foolish. That is helpful to your 
neighbor. 


Lesson in Lodge Meetings. 
“You take any lodge where you see the | 
capitalist and wage worker, men of all 
classes, men of every kind of social posi- 
tion and wealth, and see them meeting to- 
gether as masons in the fullest sense of the 
word, with a feeling for one another, that 
goes with masonry. When one sees a lodge 
such as that one sees how a certain small 
fragment of our industrial problem is to be 
solved, 
It is not possible to present the idea that 
I would like to bring out—to have all the 
best of all classes represented in masonry 
in every district, but it is possible for each 
of us to go out into the world trying to apply 
in his dealings with his fellows the lessons 
of masonry as they are taught in the lodge 
and as they are applied in the brotherhood, 
And so we can practically learn from Wash- 
ington how to deal with the problems of to- 
day. 


Prefer Others to Selves. 


“Tt was not Washington's genius alone that 
made him a great man of all time. You, 
worshipful grand master, here today spoke 
of the great colossal world figures; Alex- 
ander, of the career of Hannibal, of Cesar, 
and of Napoleon.

1,013. All that was saved from the avalanche | 
of votes cast by a people chafing under ma- 
chine politics was Ed C. Curtis, who was 
elected to the house of representatives, re- 
céiving something like 14,000 voted in the 
district, of which 10,000 came from Kan- 
kakee and the remainder from Grundy coun- 
ty. 
.-\Gampaign a Bitter One. 

The campaign just closed was the hottest 
ever known in the history of the county. 
Realizing that defeat meant relinquishing 
the reins of power, the machine made every 
effort to elect the republican county ticket. 
Tons of campaign literature were distrib- 
uted. For three weeks a circus, with po- 
litical speechmakers in connection, traveled 
the highways of Kankakee county, stopping 
at every place of note, Money was spent 
lavishly. It is estimated that not less than 
$25,000 was spent by the machine in the 
effort to carry the election. 

The independents announce that they 
shortly will publish a statement that will 
show their total expe to be but $1,109. 

The straits in which the machine “ap 
itself was indicated by the difference in the 
class of men who worked for the respective 
tickets.. The workers for the independent 
ticket were patriots pure and simple, re- 
ceiving nothing, expecting nothing, inspired 
solely by personal grievances and a desire to 
purify politics.

The first installment of Ida M. Tarbell’s 
History of the Standard Oil Company 
appears in this month’s McClure’s. It con- 
‘gists of an account of the opening up of the 
Pennsylvania oil fields. Few persons could 


be better fitted than Miss,Tarbell to give 


the oil fields the effective description which 
they ought to hate. Born in Erie county 
just before the oil boom began and gradu- 
ated from the Titusville High school and 
Allegheny college, she has been all her life 
under the influence of the scenes which she 
is now bringing before the publie. 

Ip the 408 and 508 petroleum used to be 
dipped up from the surface of running water 
nd sold under the name of rock oil.“ It 


was a natural remedy ” with wonderful 


' Medical virtues.” George H. Bissell saw a 
Bottle of it in 1854. A Dartmouth professor 
told him in conversation that it would make 
‘ag good illuminating oil. He at once or- 
ganized the Pennsylvania Rock Oil com- 
pany.” E. L. Drake was sent to Titusville 
by the company and in 1859 was fortunate 
‘enough to strike oil at first trial. A new in- 
dustry had been brought into the world. 

Northwestern Pennsylvania was then a 
gpatsely settled wilderness. Within a few 
years it had become the theater of tre- 
mendous industrial operations. From east 
and west the adventurous young men 
of the time rushed in and staked 
their fortunes on the chance of strik- 
ing a “gusher.” The success which was 
possible can be ‘illustrated by the case 
of James S. Tarr, who made $3,000,000 in 
four years from a farm which in 1859 was 
Worth barely $1,000. The failure which was 
possible can be understood from the fact 
‘that from 1859 to 1869 out of the 5,560 wells 
drilled 4,374 were unprofitable. It was a 
period. for brave hearts, quick eyes, and im- 
perturbable wills. 

The oil district having been bored full 
of holes and covered over with derricks, the 
Problem of transporting and marketing the 
product came up for consideration. Teams, 
hoats, railways, and pipes were the succes- 
sive methods of transportation employed. 
The team carrying barreled oil over hills 
“and through streams, scrambling across 
rocks, and struggling out of mud had to be 
discarded, though teamsters sometimes 
earned as much as $1,900 in nine weeks. 
The boat, tossing down Oil creek on arti- 
ficia) freshets, proved to be equally unsatis- 
factory, though J. J. Vandergrift on one 
trip with his flotilla cleared $70,000. The 
railway, extending its arms from one point 
to another, began at once its policy of re- 
bates and discriminations.

These gains have 
seryed to make good, in part, losses in other 
quarters. 

When the Fifty-eighth congress convenes 
next year there will be a republican pr2si- 
dent in the Whitehouse. There will bea re- 
publican senate in one wing of the capitol 
and a republican house in the other. The

It is neither dignified nor edi to 
ery over political spilt milk, to say “I told 
you so,” nor to descant on what might 
have been.” It is a characteristic of back - 
woods politics to seize upon the consoling 
features of a campaign which has in part 
gone wrong, exaggerate their importance, 
and say that these brands were snatched 
from fhe burning becausethe tremendous in- 
fluence of an individual or newspaper was 
exerted in the right direction at the critical 
moment. The characteristic is one which 
city orators and editors should nat cultivate. 
If they do they become objects of ridicule 
in the “ large and respectable communities 25 
in which they live. 

The truth is that however it may have

or lost in large cities mainly through the | 


influence of any one public speaker or news- 
paper. The voters do most of their own 
They do not take as gospel truth 
the fulsome praise bestowed on one candi- 


date or the unstinted abuse showered on 


others. The “reformer” who, in public 
speech or through private circular, indulges | 
in vituperation in which the voter is apt 


to discover signs of personal malice and 


vindictiveness exerts influence, but not in 
the direction he thinks he doeg. He is in- 
fluential in causing a reaction in favor of 
the man he abuses. Many men pity the ob- 
ject of attack, sympathize with him, and 
finally vote for him. 

It is desirable that newspapers and “ re- 
formers " should recognize their limitations. 
They cannot during the few weeks of a 
local campaign make or break a candidate by 
untrue praise or unjust blame. No amount 
of blackguarding can alienate the friends of 
a popular man. They are exasperated by 
attacks on him. The true policy is to be 
as fair, just, and impartial as human nature 
will allow. When one has established a 
reputation of that kind he may have a little 
positive influence with voters. 


THE DEFEAT OF MR. MADDEN. | 
The crusade against Mr. Barrett on the 
ground of his racetrack predilections swelled 
his majority if it did not elect him.

THE EPIDEMICS OF 1902. 

The mortality from epidemics for the first 
ten months of 1902 has been exceedingly 
large, and yet it has been so evenly distribut- 
ed over this period; month by month, and 


the regions affected are so far away that 


public attention has not been at all con- 
cerned with it. In fact, cholera and plague 
are ag common incidents ef the orient as 
famine or loss of life by flood. None of 
these attracts the consideration of the 
American public or ig at best more than a 
day’s wonder, If a tidal wave on our shores 
should sweep away thousands, as has hap- 
pened recently. in Japan, if the Mississippi 
river should overflow its banks and drown 
thousands. as the Yellow river did a few 
months ago in China and as it does every 
year, the public would be appalled, but 
would soon forget. Even the phenomenal 
disaster in Martinique at our doors already 
is forgotten. It is not to be expected per- 
haps that catastrophes thousands of miles 


away among strange peoples should excite 


any lively interest in this country. 

Official. reports from the Philippines, 
Egypt, Japan, and China indicate that the 
epidemic of cholera now sweeping through 


those countries is the worst since 1802, 
when the west as well as the east was 


suffering from its ravages and our own 
country did not eschpe. Then the streets 
of Chicago were filled with funeral proces- 


sions until at last it became a problem how 


to bury the victims. During the present year 
cholera has raged most virulently in Egypt 
and China, though thousands have died in 
Japan and the Philippines. China still is 
in the clutches of the pestilence. According 
to one correspondent it broke out simul- 
taneously in Manchuria, Canton; and Shang- 
hai, and from these centers spread so rapid- 
ly that nearly every province of the empire 
is now infected. The disease has made no 
distinctions. It has raged in the slums of 
Shanghai and found its way into the im- 
perial palace at Pekin. 0 

As only incomplete records of mortality 
are kept in the orient it is impossible to ob- 
tain anything like an aceurate statement, but 
it is within bounds to say that cholera alone 
has few over half a million deaths this 
year, a ther epidemics, like plague and 
es ag will add nearly a quarter of a 
million more to the list. And yet the situ- 
ation is a hopeful one. There was a time, 
and that not long ago, when epidemics swept 
over Europe and this country. A half 
dozen years ago Cuba was the breeditig place 
of yellow fever. The progress of medical 
science and of sanitation has made auch ad- 
vances, however, that epidemics will not 
be so widespread or as fatal in Europe and 
this country: as they have been. It is only 
in countries, where people are filthy and 
fatalistic and where science and cleanliness 
have not yet made progress that “ the pesti- |: 
walketh by noonday.”

RAND DUKE PAUL of Russia is the 
third scion of the reigning house of 
Romanoff in a hundred years to be 
dismissed from the army and to be de- 
prived of all his military honors, dig- 

nities, and prerogatives, ° including phat of 
wearing any uniform. 

The first instance was that of Grand Duke 
Nicholas Constantinovitch, who hae just 
been restored to grace, though not yet to his 
military rank, after thirty years. of exile in 
central Asia, on account of his having in a 
moment of aberration robbed the jewels of 
his mother and of the imperial chapel in = 


Petersburg. Specialists for diseases | 
mind are now endeavoring, by order of the 
czar, to restore his reason and bis shattered 
nerves in Lividia, where he is staying. 

The second grand duke to be turned out of 
the Russian army was the Grand Duke 
Michael Michaelowitch for having married, 
without permiesion of the late czar, Countess 
Sophie Marenberg (now Countess Torby), 
daughter of Prince Nicholas of Nassau and 
of the divorced wife of old Gen. Doubelt, 
chief of the Russlan police. The ex-Mme. 
Doubelt, that los to say, the present mother- 
in-law of Grand Duke Michael, was herself 
a posthumous child of the celebrated Musco- 
vite poet Pushkin. Thanks in a great meas- 
ure to the intervention of King Edward in hie 
behalf, Grand Duke Michael has been re- 
habilitated by the present czar. True, his 
wife has not been allowed to enter Russia, 
nor has she been recognized by the Russian 
court. But the grand duke himself has had 
the sentence of banishment against him re- 
pealed, and has been restored to his former 
rank in the Russian army 

Grand Duke Paul; who has just been dis- 
missed from the army on account of the 
sensational escapade in which he became in- 
volved the other day at Algiers, and which 
culminated in the suicide of the woman with 
whom he hed eloped and in his being him- 
self wounded either by the woman or by his 
own hand, is one of the richest and the tall- 
est princes of the blood in Rurope, and is not 

‘wholly responsible for his action, as he has 
always had a tendency to epliepsy. He is | 
the youngest son of that Emperor Alexander 
II. who was killed by the nthiliste, and as his 
mother’s favorite child he inherited the 
major portion of her vast fortune at her 
death. He has two children by his marriage. 
with Princess Alexandra of Greece, a girl of | 
12 and a boy of 11, who since the death ot 
their mother ten years ago have been brought 
up altogether by their aunt, the childless

In few businesses are the 
chances of failure so large; in few lines is 
quick action so essential to success. From 
the time the spring rush begins until things 
quiet down again in thefall, the South Water 
street man works always under a strain heav- 
ler than most business men ever know. As 
a result a good many men have left the street 
broken down in health; though often with ea 
considerable fortune to show to their credit. 

In the old days more frequently than of 
recent years there were many plungers on 
the street: some of them outright swindlers; 
others simply gamblers, who took long 
chances on making a big killing.” 

This is the method of the South Water street 
swindler: First he rents deskroom in a good 
bullding. Then he gets out expensive and 
impressive cards, bill heads, and stationery. 
On all his printed matter he shows cuts of a 
huge building, with the name of his “ com- 
pany running across the front of it in large 
letters. Below the cut he prints a long list 
of references.“ He does not bother even 
to ask permission to use the names of these 
references, but without permission of any 
kind he fixes up and uses on his cards and 
stationery the strongest and most impressive 
list of bankers and business men he can put 
together.

on of a good list of farmers, fruit grow- 
ers, and producers of various kinds, and 
sends out circulars to them on his fine sta- 
ttonery, offering just a shade above the 
market price for their goods. Usuallx, also, 
he goes out and makes personal calls on 
these people, and, as he is always a good 
talker, he persuades them to consign their 
goods to his heuse, The goods come in in 
carload lots, but 4the rémittances go out 
again as slowly as possible, if at all. Grad- 
ually he becomes more and more daring, 
and as his affairs approach their climax 
he recklessly 
pound above the market prices.. The greedy 
shippers. send their goods in larger and 
larger quantities. The swindler turns all 
goods into cash as rapidly as possible, and 
finally he disappears, leaving hundreds of 
people all over the country to how! in futile 


“indignation at the losses they have sus- 


tained. 

Recently the national government has 
prosecuted several of this class of swindlers 
for using the mails for the purpose of fraud 
and the pract has been largely stamped 
out, though still occasionally a rascal bobs 
up who is willing to take the necessary risk. 

‘It is also true that a number of failures 
which have been denounced fraudulent have 
been made by men who were not at heart 
swindlers, but who simply took a gambler's

So, then, he ad- 
vertises widely that he will pay 10 or 12 
cents a pound for all poultry delivered to him 
in the next three weeks.

But if the weather did not clear the price 
might even drop and leave him flat broke. 
Then he would be universally denounced as 
a swindler.

SMOKE FINE FOR M’VICKER’S: 
BOUND TO ABATE NUISANCE. 


Justice Gibbons Imposes $25 Penalty 


on Sol Litt and Inspector Schubert 


A fine of $25 for violation of the smoke 
ordinance was charged up by Justice Walter 
Gibbons yesterday against Sol Litt, man- 
ager of MecVicker’s theater.

bons on an affidavit of prejudice. When an 
attorney representing the theater manage 
ment went to Justice Sheldon’s court yes- 
terday to ask a continuance in the case 
pending there he was confronted with the 
fact that there was a case on the docket 
before Justice Gibbons.

STRIKE ARBITRATORS END TOUR 


Commissioners Complete Their Investi- 
gation of Conditions in Mines, Clos- 
ing with Hard Day’s Work. 


Mahanoy City, Pa., Nov. 5.—[Special.}— 
The anthracite strike arbitrators ended their 
tour of observation in the Panther creek val- 
ley today, and will return to their homes to- 
morrow, to meet again at Scranton on Nov. 
14 to take the testimony of the miners. The 
biggest day’s work of the trip was accom- 
plished today. The commissioners made a 
complete inspection of two large collieries 
and a tour of the region lying between Mount 
Carmel and this city. 

In their six days’ inspection the commis- 
sioners were lowered into seven mines of 
varying ¢Gonditions, and went through sev- 
éral breakers. They have heard both sides 
mines. 

The commissioners’ train left ‘heat Car- 
mel at 7:20 a. m., and first visited the Potts 
colliery, in Columbia county, several miles 
from Mount Carmel. From the Potts col- 
liery the train proceeded through Ashiand, 
Girardville, and Gilbertson to the Maple Hill 
colliery, in Mahanoy“ valley, a few miles 
from Shenandoah. This is one of the best 
mines in the anthracite field, and is equipped 
with all modern appliances. The bottom of 
the shaft is 730 feet below the surface, and 
during their two hours’ stay in the workings 
the commissioners went a mile and a halt 
from the shaft. At the breaker near by the 
commissionerg talked with the boys. Judge 
Gray and Bishop Spalding seemed the most 
interested. 


From the Maple Hill colliery the commis- 
sioners’ train was run down through Ma- 
hanoy City and Tamaqua to the Panther 
creek valley.
